RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

The editor of lie Evening Post remarks that 
•he papers do dot make any important additions 
to the intelligence received by yesterday’s arri 
val except the confirmation of tho reverses suf¬ 
fered by the Russian army, along with some ad¬ 
ditional details of its retreat. Whatever abate¬ 
ments are to be made from the accounts lately 
received from that quarter, there is blit one 
conclusion to be drawn—namely, that the earn 
puigu which has ju t ended has been on the 
whole extremely disastrous to thr, Russians. In 
the shock which has dashed against each other 
the two great despotisms of the East of Europe, 
the Russians have evidently suffered the m 'St. 
Its army of 800,000 men—drawn from the vari¬ 
ous proviuccs of an empire containing forty- 
four millions of souls, differing in language, 
-manners aud degrees of civilization—is half 
destroyed. Their superiority in tactics it dis¬ 
cipline, has been met on the side of the Turks 
by the enthusiasm and obstinacy so often found 
in men fighting for their native land and the 
predominance of their own religion. We do 
not know whether we ought to regret the event. 
Our sympathies are naturally in favor of Russia 
because her government, although a despotism 
' like Turkey, is tempered by a further advance 
in civilization, and is therefore on the whole 
better for the countries under her dominion - 
Russia, however, instead of attempting to cu 
largo hdr empire by new conquests which she 
docs not want, should have occupied herself in 
the work of civilizing her inhabitants, of diffus¬ 
ing tho blessings of education, and introducing 
improvements in agriculture and the arts.

ordain wfiat are “gospel doctrines, and ordinan- 
ces,’ and what is its‘moral discjplinp,’ and con¬ 
sequently to fix a standard of faith, and rules of 
practice in all theirvariety of form and modifi¬ 
cation. 

As the Reformers have not jn any respect, 
controverted thepresent doctrines of t he church 
nor any of its rules fur the promotion of piety 
and morality, we should have considered it use¬ 
less to say a word upon this subject, if it were 
nut necessary to shew, that sucii prerogatives 
are highly dangerous, and that they lead to an * 
entire, unlimited control, over the conscience 
and judgement of every individual under , the 
pastch-al care of the itiherent ministry. 

lf they really possess, by divine right, these 
powers, they may ordain their own infallibility 
to be a “gospel doctrine.” and that all their de¬ 
cisions must be according to truth. They may 
ordain, that those passages, "let him that is 
taught in the word communicate to him that 
teacheth in all good things,” and ‘the workmen 
is worthyof his meat,’ mean,that every member 
shali give a tithe of his substance for the support 
ofthe Ministry. They may decide, thn» the 
sacraments of "confirmation, penance, and ex¬ 
treme unction,’ are duties which must be atten¬ 
ded to. They miy prescribe a rule of civil and 
political conduct, fur the member' 1 ; and or lain 
that a non-compliance with any of these injunc- . 
tions, shall constitute #n offence requiring the 
exercise of‘moral discipline.' They may place 
the property ofthe Church (hffve they not al¬ 
ready done so?) under their owy control, thmiirh 
built by tbe peopled for their own benefit; and, 
in short, they may do any thing, and every thing 
which their own judgments, or even caprice 
may suggest; all which, the local preachers and 
lay members ave bound to believe ftnd obev. at 
the risk of their eternal welfare: for it would be 
an absurdity to say, that the people have a right 
to refuse obedience to their authority, if it be 
of divine origin. 

Wc have the evidence, of history for saying, 
that an older church than ours, (using that t«rro 
in a familiar sense,) was corrupted by an impro¬ 
per exercise of the powers, now for the first 
time claimed by the Methodist itinerant min fi¬ 
tly. But how far they will follow this example, 
nr with what puce they will travel into those 
errors and improprieties, which brought about 
this melancholy slate of the Church, is beyond 
Ihe ken of mortals.- but if we may bepermiUed 
to draw conclusions from that kind of philosophy 
which ‘teaches by example,* so sure as the time 
to fulfil prophecy must arrive—so sure as every 
cll'pct is produced by a cause—so sore ip our 
opinion, must the Methodist ministry (Tcgener- 
a'e, if they are permitted to exercise the pow¬ 
ers which they now hold, and with which they 
declare themselves to be vested by divine ap¬ 
pointment:^--,owci-s so contrary to reason, and 
so hostile to those opinions which have for cen¬ 
turies been the glory of Protestants, that noth¬ 
ing short of the most unequivocal language of 
scripture should have induced any body of men 
j to lav claim to them. 

We do not wish lobe misunderstood upon this 
point. Wc moan then, that where tho minis ry 
aro vested with great power in any church, nl- 
luremonts arc held out to seek clerical employ¬ 
ment therein, from inotlvcs'of ambition and the 
love of control—the natural tendency of which 
is, to jeopardize the best interests ofthe church 
of Christ, lower the gospel standard of ministe¬ 
rial piety, and introduce into its general admin¬ 
istration, either lnsityor oppression, as inter¬ 
est or ambition inay suggest. For, in the lan¬ 
guage of a late distinguished '‘ethodist preacher 
“as tho prerogatives of the laity were diminish¬ 
ed, and priestly assumption succeeded, corrup¬ 
tion of Christianity obtained.” That our itin¬ 
erant brethren hale no "intention or desire” to 
bring about such unfavorable results, we char¬ 
itably liorc: they can, however, only speak for 
j Ihumselves.

LIVERPOOL CORN EXCHANGE,—Dec 23 

The imports of Wheat since Tuesday have 
considerably exceed'd those of the previous 
week, and the supply is increased by the arrival 
of two or three cargoes of foreign; il is however, 
still below the quantity actually leaving the 
market. Of Oata, Oatmeal, and Flour the im¬ 
ports continue amail. 3000 or 4000 quatters of’ 
Indian Corn have arrived from the United States, 
the quality very fine; also about 100 Barrels 
sweet Flour from the same country, and a cargo 
of Flour from the north of Spain. The increas¬ 
ed demand for Wheat last Tuesday, occasioned 
by the purchases of the interior millera, ceased 
with the day, and the sale* since have been on a 
very moderate scale; a few speculative purchas¬ 
es were effected in the early part of the week, 
at or near our rates; but on Saturday, both here 
and in the surrounding country markets, the 
trade was dull and the prices rather lower. 

The tranuctioilt in Oata have been extensive, 
and at full prices, but mostly on speculation.— 
Some large parcels of Oatmeal have also been 
taken on tin- same account. Both these articles 
brought rather more money at the close of the 
week, in the Manchester market. Prices of 
Barley, Beans, and Peas, are unaltered; for the 
first article there has been a little more inquiry. 
It is estimated that 5,000 or 6,000 quarters of 
Indian Corn have changed hands within the last 
few days, and it ia now generally held for an ad¬ 
vance of 2a per quarter.

That we do not err in this matter, we think 
it will be plainly seen by the tollowing q'l' ta- 
tions trom this very extraordinary tli cument:— 
“The great brail ofthe church liimself, h"s im¬ 
posed on us the duty ot preaching the Gospel 
of administering its ordinances, and of main¬ 
taining its moral discipline, among those over 
whom the Holy Gho-t m these respects lots 
made us overseers. Of Uies*- also, viz. ol gos¬ 
pel doctrines, ordinances, and inor.il discipline, 
wc do believe, that the divinely insli’lited min¬ 
istry are the di'inely authorized expounders; 
and that the duty of maintaining them in their 
purity, and of not permitting nur ministrations 
in these re spects to be authoritatively controlled 
by others, doe-'rest upon us wi h the force ol a 
moral obligation." And in the next paragraph 
it is declared,—“wc arrogate no authority to 
tinsel any laws of our own, either of moral or ol 
civil force. We claim no strictly legislative 
power*, although we grant, that the terms Ic 
gislatut e, and legislative, have been sometimes 
used even among ourselves. In a proper sense 
however, they are not strictly applicable to our 
General Conference ” 

These extraordinary sentimeata being advan¬ 
ced in answer to a memorial ofthe local preach¬ 
ers and lay members, tor only a moderate share' 
in the enactment of tho»« roles and regulations 
by which they are governed, it must be appa¬ 
rent to every one, that our itinerant mimsters 
claim a divine and exclusive right to govern the 
church according to their own views; a right 
which ia not contended for by the ministers 
of sny other church in the proteatant world. 

Thia opinion has not been formed in haste, 
but after the most mature reflection. It will 
not he denied we presume, that the phrase, 
divinely instituted ministry,” is used as synony¬

The last sentence of the quotation when first 
read, having excited in our minds a considera¬

This, we 
confess, is as new as it ia surprising, and affords 
additional proof that we live in au age of imprott- 
went.

'I hese being some of the dangerous conse¬ 
quences of clerical domination, we nitay fairly 
infer, that it cannot be of divine appointment. 
But we are not left to our own imperfect rea¬ 
sonings upon this interesting subject. We. 
have the light of revelation, which has conduc¬ 
ted us to conclusions'very different from those 
of tho General Conference. 

The first Christian nssombly ever held tode- 
cido upon points of religious duty and belief, is. 
recorded in tho Acts of the Apostles: and we 
have Die authority of ecclesiastical history, 
ns well as *-r. W esley and Mr Benson, in thoir 
eommeniaries, for saying, that that Conference 
or Council, was composed of both minister* 
and people. And wo have the further authori¬ 
ty of the former for -saying, that, “in those 
early times, every Christian church consisted 
of the people, their leaders and the ministers —. 
The pevple were undoubtedly the first in author¬ 
ity; for the apostles shewed by their own ex¬ 
ample, Dint nothing of moment was to be deter¬ 
mined without the consent of the assembly,” 
who enforced "moral discipline,” hy excom¬ 
municating “profligate and unworthy members 
and restored peuitents to their forfeited priv¬ 
ileges.”

Tliua Mr Jefferson. President of the United 
States the federal memberi ofCongr*«s whoop- 
posrd and voted against the ratification of the 
treaties, and myself, all concurred In the opin¬ 
ion, that the Louisiana Cession treaties trans¬ 
cended the constitutional power* of tbe gov- 


A proposal then made by me, to admit to the 
council, of the commonwealth, a proportional^ 
representation qf the minority as it existed in' 
the two houses, na3 trust, not been forgot, 
ten. It was ^he first act oi my legislative lde, 
and H marked the principal by which my 
whole public career has been governed from 
that day to th-s. My proposal was unsuccess¬ 
ful and perhaps it forfeited whatever confi¬ 
dence might have been otherwise bestowed 
upon me as a psrtv follower. My conduct in 
the Senate of the United States, with regard 
to the Louisiana cession, was not more accept¬ 
able to tbe leaders of the federal party, and 
some of you may perhaps remember that it 
was not suffered to pans without notice or 
censure in the public federal j-iurnsls of thff 
time. 

With regard to the project of a separate 
Northern Confederacy formed in the winter 
of 1803, 4. in consequence of the Louisiana 
cession it is not to me that you must^apply for 
copies of the corespondence in which It waa 
contained. To fat and to every other pro¬ 
ject of disunion, I have been constantly op¬ 
posed. My principles do not admit the right 
even of the people, still less of the legislature 
of any one state in the Union, to secede at 
pleasure from the Union. No provision is 
made for the exercise of this right, either by 
tlie federal or any of the state eons(ilutloni 
The act of exercising it, presupposes a depar¬ 
ture ftom the principle of compact, and a re¬ 
sort to that of force. 

If, in the exercise ol fhelr respective func- 
tions, the legislative, executive, and judicial , 
I authorities of the Union on oneside.snd ot 
one or n>«re states on the other, are brought 
into correct collision with each other, the re¬ 
lations between the parlies are no longer those 
, of constitutional right but of independent force 
Each parly conatrues the common-compact for 
itself.

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MURDER! 

On the 4th inst. a murder was commit¬ 
ted, near tlie inouth of Octoraro Creek, in 
Cecil county. The particulars of which, 
as far as they have come to our knowl¬ 
edge, are Os follows:—.John Taylor Kidd 
had beeu shooting in the neighbourhood 
of the Canal, in company with several oth¬ 
ers, among them David M’Laughlin. ’ A 
dispute arose between Kidd and M’Laugh- 
Hn, and a scuffle ensued, in which Kidd 
knocked the other down with a piece of 
scantling. Previous to this lie had seve¬ 
ral times snapped his Gun at M’Laughlin, 
hut without effect, as it was not loaded. 
At length Kidd loaded his gun with large 
shot, such as are used in shooting ducks, 
after which the personal contest above 
mentioned took place, When M’Laugh- 
Jfn arose ho drew a knife, and threatened 
to stab any one who should offer to touch 
him.

T^the embargo ifhpoied in December, 1807 
nearly all the delegation of Massachusetts was 
opposed. The pretext* for imposing it were 
deemed by her cititens a mockery other suf¬ 
ferings. Owning nearly one third of the ton- 
ape in the United; State*, ahe felt that her 
voice ought to be heard in what related to its 
security- Depending principally on her for- 
ejrri trade and fiaheriea for aupport, her situ¬ 
ation appeared desperate under the operation 
of this law, in its term* perpetual. It was a 
bitter aggravation ol her strife rings to be told 
that it* object was to preserve the*e interest*. 

No people, at peace, in an equal apace qf time 
ever endured severer privations. She could 
not teoiuiider the annihilation of her trade aa 
included in the power to regulate it. To her 
lawyers, statesmen, and citizens m general it 
appeared a direct violation of the constitution. 

It was universally odious. The disaffection 
was not confined to the federal party. Mr. 
Adams, it is said, and not contradicted, an 
nounced in his letter* to the member* of Con¬ 
gress, that government must not rely upon its 
own friend*.

The report and document* were 
referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs, and 
ordered to be printed. Some time was spent 
in the consideration of executive business. 

In the House of Representatives yesterday,— 
the hour appropriated by the rules of the House 
for the morning business was occupied in the 
presentation of petitions and reports of Commit¬ 
tees The resolution offered by Mr. A. Smyth, 
amendatory of the Constitution, was therefore 
not taken up, but lies over until to-dsy. The 
special orders of the day were then postponed, 
and the House proceeded to consider the Bill 
for the preservation and repair of the Cumber¬ 
land Road. Mr. Ramssy then renewed in the 
House the motion lie had made in Committee 
to amend tlie bill by making the tolls specified 
collectable Ht every ten, instead oftwen y miles, 
but the motion was negatived by a great major¬ 
ity, and without a division. Mr. Buchanan then

were ordered. A discussion then ensued, in 
which Mr T. R. Mitchell, Mr. Banner, and Mr.
